Comment

T HE National Association of 
Manufacturers have just of¬ 
fered a program for re¬ 
covery and progress that merits 
careful study and consideration. 
There is nothing new in their 
plan and therefore it would not 
meet the view-point of the ad¬ 
vanced ‘liberal.” The same thing 
might be said of the Ten Com¬ 
mandments. 

Much of their program has 
been offered from time to time 
in this column, but we submit it 
again, in a brief review. 

That the government refrain 
from competing with private 
business: That any regulation of 
business be in the direction of in¬ 
suring fair competition and pro¬ 
tecting rights, and not in the di¬ 
rection of attempts to say how 
much and what kind of goods and 
services should be produced: That 
there should be difinite and de¬ 
pendable currency standards: 
That public debt levels are much 
too high: That the Federal bud¬ 
get should be balanced: That low¬ 
er tax rates in many cases 
would bring in more revenue: 
That pump-priming is unhealthy 
and dangerous: That artificial 
programs for the re-distribution 
of wealth do more harm than 
good. 

All these things have been 
said many times before during 
tne past six years by leading 
Americans of both great political 
parties, but they are still true, 
and need saying more than ever. 

Even if it is never heeded, the 
advice of the N.A.M. to the na¬ 
tion and its government is still 
good advice and will continue to 
be such. No plan could be de¬ 
vised that would come so near 
providing the “more abundant 
life” for everybody, than private 
enterprise under the spur of com¬ 
petition and unhampered by un¬ 
reasonable restrictions. It is per¬ 
haps too much to expect that 
our present political leadership 
will ever understand these Simple 
and fundamental economic laws. 
The administration viewpoint is 
compleetly dominated by advisers 
who know absolutely nothing 
about economics. The “inner cir¬ 
cle” is continuing to advise and 
insist that spending must be kept 
up as the only road to recovery. 
Six years of bitter experience 
teaches them nothing. They insist 
that the budget will automatic¬ 
ally balance itself when the Na¬ 
tional income is sufficiently in¬ 
creased. But the National income 
can never be brought up to such 
figures under present conditions. 

Government financing has be¬ 
come a national scandal. Reckless 
spending is the rule, with no con¬ 
sideration for consequences. There 
is a limit to the elasticity of our 
credit structure. We believe the 
limit has about been reached. 
Then what?

“To see ourselves as others 
see us,” consider the report, just 
rendered, by the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, dealing 
with incomes and their relation to 
business. 

That part of the population of 
the nation directly and indirectly 
associated with agriculture num¬ 
bers more than 50 million, the 
Chamber finds, or approximately 
40 per cent of the total popula¬ 
tion of the country. Actually liv¬ 
ing on farms are 32 million, or 
25 per cent of the entire popula¬ 
tion. 

And farm purchasing power is 
one of the most vital factors in 
determining the economic strength 
— or weakness—of the entire na¬ 
tion ! 

Interesting, not that it is new, 


but that it means metropolitan 
America has recognized a fact 
which farmers long have accept¬ 
ed, is this primary conclusion by 
the U. S. Chamber: 

“Anything approaching self-suf¬ 
ficiency in farm life belongs to 
a pioneer stage which now has 
passed in American agriculture. 
A money indome is necessary in 
order to obtain food that cannot 
j be produced on the farm, to pur- 
; chase clothing, farm implements 
[and supplies and many other com- 
i modities which are the products 
1 of other industries and which are 
essential for the maintenance of 
I adequate living standards. An in- 
j come in the form of currency Is 
(also necessary to meet the de- 
■ mands of organized society for 
the maintenance of nolitlcal and 
social institutions through the 
i payment of taxes and the making 
of contributions.” 


Those of us who preside In the 
Criminal courts realize that the

Christmas dinner should contain 
the traditional dishes, but it is nice 
to vary them. Try combining the 
turkey with ham and liver. Stuff the 
turkey and bake it In the ordinary 
manner. When it is about half done, 
lay slices of ham and liver over it. 
Return to oven. The turkey will 
have a new delicious flavor, and the 
ham and liver will taste better than 
good! 

Serve sweet potatoes instead of 
tnashed potatoes, for a change. Al¬ 
ternate slices of cooked sweet pota¬ 
toes with slices of orange in a cas¬ 
serole, adding brown sugar and but¬ 
ter to each layer. Pour one-half cup 
honey over the top, cover, and bake 
about 45 minutes. If you have an 
electric roaster, cook these in it, 
with other parts of the dinner. Or 
roast the turkey in the electric 
roaster, and you can use the oven 
of the range for other cooking. 

Here is a first course you can 
make on Wednesday and keep until 
dinner time in your electric refrig¬ 
erator: 

Persimmon Cocktail 

Crush two ripe persimmons. Cut 
three fresh pears in small pieces 
and put with the persimmons, to¬ 
gether with one small can crushed 
pineapple, the juice of one lemon 
and one tablespoon powdered sugar. 
Cover and place in the refrigerator. 
Center with a mint leaf when serv¬ 
ing. This amount serves nine per¬ 
sons.
